PLAGUE. 

British East Indies. — The regulations of August 24, 1897, for ves- 
sels from plague-infected ports entering the port of Calcutta, have been 
amended as follows in order to conform to the measures formulated in 
the Venice Sanitary Convention, March 31, 1898 : 

Underclothing, bedding, wearing apparel, mattresses, carpets, etc., 
which are contaminated or suspected, should be disinfected in stoves at 
normal presure of from one and a half to two atmospheres, with or with- 
out the presence of steam. 

According to official advices of April 9, the measures published 
August 24, 1897, for vessels arriving from Hongkong, Macao, and Can- 
ton are put in rigorous force. 

Egypt. — The standing commission of the International Sanitary 
Council resolved May 4 to put into operation the plague regulations 
against arrivals from Calcutta.
